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Editorial 
A  Caring  School 


A  few  years  ago,  at  the  dinner  held 
by  the  school  for  new  parents,  I 
met  a  friend  who  had  transferred 
his  son  to  St.  Andrew's  from 
another  independent  school.  I 
asked  him  the  reason  for  the 
change,  and  he  replied  that  having 
talked  with  various  members  of  the 
staff,  he  and  his  wife  concluded 
that  St.  Andrew's  was  a  caring 
school. 

You  might  ask  how  could  the 
parents  of  a  new  boy  recognize  the 
aspect  of  caring  at  St.  Andrew's. 
Quite  simply,  it  begins  with  the 
Headmaster  and  his  staff. 
Dedicated  teachers,  committed  to 
the  development  of  the  whole  boy 
over  a  number  of  years,  represent 
his  greatest  outside  influence. 

The  Annual  Supplement  to  the 
Prospectus  sets  out  the  Academic 
Staff  at  the  School,  with  their 
degrees  and  areas  of  academic  and 
house  responsibilities.  Clearly  it  is 
an  impressive  list.  What  is  not 
recorded  is  the  human  element, 
the  sports  and  extra  curricular 
interests  of  these  teachers.  They 
range  from  football  and  swimming 
to  tennis,  house  plays,  rifle  team 
and  cadets.

Headmaster's  Message 
New  Faces 


When  asked  by  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  what  I  foresaw 
as  the  major  difficulty  the  school 
would  face  in  the  next  few  years,  I 
answered  without  hesitation  that 
the  lack  of  movement  among  the 
teaching  body  was  of  major 
concern.  That  was  2  years  ago. 

Then,  suddenly  Operation 
Enrichment,  2  promotions  to 
Department  Headships  at  other 
schools,  our  first  pregnancy,  a 
Headmaster  for  Rothesay 
Netherwood  Collegiate  and  the 
appointment  of  a  Citizenship 
Judge,  have  significantly  altered 
the  composition  of  the  staff  and 
shelved  my  previous  concerns. 

The  task  of  replacing  these 
respected  teachers  is  a  formidable 
one.  The  assignment,  then,  is  to 
assemble  new  elements  compatible 
with  the  chemistry  that  has  served 
the  school  so  well  these  last  few 
years.  This  restructuring  process 
has  already  begun. 

First,  one  of  our  most  respected 
masters,  Derek  Inglis,  has  been 
appointed  Academic  Director  with 
responsibilities  in  all  matters  of  the 
curriculum,  Ministry  guidelines, 
and  professional  development. 

The  ranks  of  our  Housemasters 
will  undergo  radical  changes. 
Ted  Harrison,  'major  domo'  of 
Macdonald  House,  has  retired,  to 
be  replaced  by  Mike  Hanson.  Peter 
Robinson  will  take  over  from  Paul 
Kitchen  in  Sifton  House  and 
David  Whitehead  assumes  the 
Housemastershipof  Laidlaw.  Mr. 
Whitehead  will  also  coordinate

I've  always  felt  that  choosing  a 
new  staff  member  is  one  of  the 
Head's  most  crucial  roles.  Thus,  no 
effort  is  spared  and  all  possibilities 
are  investigated.  At  St.  Andrew's, 
we  attempt  to  hire  a  person  who 
combines  a  number  of  attributes: 
academic  qualifications  and 
competence  in  a  subject  are  only 
the  starting  point.  What  we  also 
weigh  in  the  equation  are  athletic 
interests,  a  role-model  personality, 
boundless  energy,  enthusiasm  and 
dedication .  A  tall  order  indeed. 

I  trust  we  have  found  the  right 
combinations.  Mr.  Stephen 


Harper  comes  to  us  from  Crescent 
School  with  8  years  of  experience, 
well  versed  in  History,  Math, 
Choral  Music,  Rugby  and 
Debating.  Mr.  Tony  Salema,  from 
Trafalgar  Castle  School,  will  teach 
Science  and  Math  and  look  after 
Soccer  and  Track  and  Field.  Mr. 
David  Galajda  will  assist  in  Mac 
House  and  teach  Biology  and 
Science.  He  will  coach  Football, 
Hockey  and  Track.  Mr.  Ted  Fish, 
with  6  years  in  the  business  world, 
joins  the  Geography,  Economics 
and  Computer  Science  departments 
in  addition  to  helping  with  Cross 
Country  Running  and  Hockey.

ROBERT  W.  MEAGHER 

A  Fond  Farewell 


Robert  IV.  Meagher  announced  his 
intention  to  leave  St.  Andrew'*  in 
June,  when  Minister  of  Immigration 
David  Crombie  announced 
Dr.  Meagher's  appointment  as  a 
Citizenship  Court  judge. 

He  will  be  greatly  missed. 

As  Head  of  Academics  for  the  Lower 
School,  Bob  cast  a  caring  eye  on  each  of 
his  one  hundred  and  twenty  charges. 

In  making  new  boys  welcome  and 
integrating  them  as  rapidly  as  possible 
into  Andrean  life,  Bob  had  an  uncanny 
way  of  winning  their  confidence  and 
bringing  out  the  best  in  each  boy. 

His  leadership  of  the  grade  nine 
program  in  particular  was  exemplary. 

The  Andrean  asked  Bob  to  write  a 
few  words  about  his  career: 

In  inviting  me  to  provide  some 
basic  and  biased  biographical  data 
on  my  life,  you've  put  me  on  the 
spot!  More  than  that,  you've  given 
me  a  situation  analagous  to  that  of 
a  guy  writing  his  own  obituary. 

Thank  you.  Much. 

But  promises  are  promises  and 
I'll  do  my  best  to  assemble  some 
reflections  on  the  many  moons 
which  ante-dated  my  swearing-in 
as  a  Judge  of  the  Federal  Court  of 
Citizenship. 

Your  agent's  pre-Andrean  life 
was  a  mild  melange  of  undramatic 
happenings;  a  gentle  boyhood  in 
Montreal's  west  end  where  he 
attempted  to  rule,  without  success, 
three  younger,  louder  and  more 
talented  brothers;  the  usual  pre- 
and  post-pubescent  days  of  High 
School  and  College  with  intense 
love  affairs  with  the  Detroit  Red 
Wings,  the  Montreal  Maroons, 
Howie  Morenz,  Camillien  Houde, 
Pepsi  and  Mae  Wests;  a  teaching 
career  which  began  in  Winnipeg's 
St.  Paul's  College  in  1947  and  saw 
him  as  classroom  practitioner, 
Assistant  Headmaster  and  Athletic 
Director;  the  interruption  for 
picking  up  a  few  pieces  of 


parchment  from  the  University  of 
Manitoba  and  the  Gregorian 
University;  back  to  the  classroom 
as  Headmaster  at  Regiopolis 
College,  Kingston  and  then  nine 
full  years  as  founding-Principal  of 
Brebeuf  College  School, 
Willowdale;  an  invitation  from  Bob 
Coulter  to  put  aside  the  paper- 
shuffling  and  return  to  the 
classroom,  now  in  Aurora; 
ongoing  counselling  and  pastoral 
responsibilities;  sixteen  wonderful 
years  in  Room  34  with  Wawa,  Pete 
Pobahushy,  Greenie-Yellowie, 
BORK  and  about  a  thousand  fine 
young  Andreans  who  left  me  a 
much  better  man  than  they  found 
me. 

There  were  side-issues,  of 
course.  May  I  mention  years  of 
frenzied  fun  with  things 
percussionistic?  Dare  I  allude  to  an 
infamous  pink  dinner  jacket?  And 
Sunday  evening  Chapel,  Service 
Committee,  Andy  of  the  Metro 
Zoo,  Under  14  Hockey, 
interminable  nights  in  Mac  House, 
Fort  Ste.  Marie  and  Quebec  City 
and  "We  Three  Bobs"? 

But  these  things  will  all  fade,  I 
know.  That's  the  nature  of  things. 
People  don't  fade.  And  the  people 
come  with  me  to  the  Toronto 
Court  and  the  Circuit  Courts  of 
Newmarket,  Barrie,  Peterborough 
and  Owen  Sound. 


The  fine  and  unsung  people.  Roy 
McNichol,  Joe  Ryba,  John  Nelson, 
Harry  the  American,  Manny, 
Patricia  Ham,  Don  Thompson, 
Bert  and  Cliff  and  Sophie  and  her 
Sweeties,  Mary  and  Miriam,  and 
Ann,  Sherrill,  Helen  and  Julie, 
John  Johnson,  Kay,  Renny  ...  the 
list  goes  on  and  on. 

The  young  and  ageless  people. 
Otto,  PAD,  Alpo,  Dunk,  Guido, 
Zeke,  Several  Golden  Ones,  the 
Kempenfelt  Gang,  Stan, 
Downtown,  Four,  count  em  Four 
Bedards,  Doogie,  Rickard  Pickard, 
Cheese,  Sox,  JT,  (shamed  me  into 
giving  up  the  weed)  and  so  many 
more.

Espana 
Por  Favor 


Isn't  it  wonderful  how  a  seemingly 
innocuous  remark  can  set  off  a  train 
of  thought  and  a  chain  of  events 
that  lead  to  something  really 
valuable?  This  project  began  one 
Saturday  morning  in  October, 
when  a  parent  and  his  son's 
geography  class  were  enjoying 
fresh  croissants  as  part  of  their  unit 
on  France.  "Why  don't  you  .  .  .?" 
led  us  to  Iberia  and  a  Mayfest  on  the 
shores  of  the  Mediterranean . 
Travel  can  be  an  enriching 
experience,  and  as  a  geography 
teacher  I  am  fortunate  in  that  my 
students  and  I  can  travel  in  our 
minds  as  the  case  arises.  In  one 
class  we  talked  about  tourism  and 
the  many  different  types  of 
holidays  that  people  enjoy.  By  way 
of  explanation  I  devised  a  model 
which  reads:  "Go  ethnic,  go 
historical  or  go  party/'Field  work  is 
as  important  to  the  geographer  as 
laboratory  work  is  to  the  physicist, 
so  to  put  all  my  ideas  together  we 
arranged  nine  days  in  Spain  as  part 
of  the  Grade  ten  "Europe  and  Asia" 
course.  Our  intentions  were: 

i)    to  show  the  students  another 

country; 
ii)    to  teach  the  boys  how  to  look 

at  and  see  a  new  environment; 
iii)    to  help  them  understand  how 

life  can  be  different  in  another 

country; 
iv)    to  try  to  teach  them  skills 

which  would  help  them  enjoy 

their  own  travel  experiences 

more. 

We  visited  Madrid  and 
experienced  some  of  the  majesty, 
flavour  and  rhythm  of  a  European 
capital.  Unfortunately  we  also 
experienced  the  pollution  that  goes 
with  it.  Everybody  went  to  see  the 
bullfight,  if  only  to  confirm  that  it  is 
an  alternative  form  of 
entertainment! 

We  travelled  south  across  the 


Meseta  and  discovered  what  the 
books  mean  by  "extensive 
agriculture".  Olive  trees  grow  as  far 
as  the  eye  can  see  and  some  of  the 
groves  were  planted  over  a 
thousand  years  ago!  The  dry 
plateau  contrasted  sharply  with  the 
intensive  cultivation  and  irrigation 
of  the  valley  of  the  Guadalquivir. 
Seville  and  Cordoba  were  very 
southern  and  showed  us  the  strong 
Arab/Muslim  influences  in 
Andalusia. 

I  can  only  compliment  the  boys 
on  the  positive  manner  in  which 
they  took  their  medicine  of  visits  to 
churches  and  cathedrals,  but  each 
visit  told  part  of  a  very  interesting 
story. 

Torremolinos  and  the  Costa  del 
Sol  were  not  really  Spain.  Franco 
sold  the  coasts  to  tourism,  to  pay 
for  bringing  the  country  into  the 
modern  world,  and  the  price  was 
only  too  apparent.  Nevertheless,  it 
really  was  enjoyable  to  be  there. 


What  else  did  the  boys  see  and 
learn? 

•  Spanish  people  are  very 
friendly,  helpful  and  proud  of 
their  country. 

•  One  can  get  by,  even  with  a 
language  barrier. 

•  There  is  more  to  travel  than 
airports,  freeways  and  motels. 

•  School  work  can  be  fun. 

•  Canada  is  a  clean  and  fresh 
country  to  have  as  home. 

I  must  thank  parents  for 
supporting  my  venture.  I  am  sure 
that  every  one  of  the  thirteen  boys 
will  remember  those  nine  days  for 
many  years  to  come. 

Will  we  be  offering  the 
programme  again  in  1988? 

You  bet!

The  Doctor  Game 

A  vaccine  for  teens 


What  a  pity  no  vaccine  exists  to 
immunize  teen-agers  against  drug 
abuse.  But  the  problem  is  not  due  to 
bacteria  or  viruses;  it  is  similar, 
rather,  to  an  insidious  malignancy 
that  gradually  destroys  the  soul  and 
heart  of  young  people. 

1  doubt  there  will  ever  be  a  100 
per  cent  effective  way  to  protect 
susceptible  teen-agers  from 
this  catastrophe.  But  there  are 
approaches  that  will  help  parents 
stack  the  deck  and  improve  the 
odds. 

Norman  Panzica,  a  Toronto 
expert  on  drug  abuse,  makes 
several  important  points  in  his 
excellent  book,  Your  Teen  and 
Drugs.  He  stresses  that  it  is  vital 
for  parents  to  make  a  distinction 
between  the  act  and  the  child.  If  the 
child  does  something  that  is  totally 
unacceptable,  emphasize  that  the 
act  is  bad,  not  the  child . 

In  a  state  of  rage,  however, 
parents  often  make  the  error  of 
saying :  "  How  can  you  be  so 
stupid?"  Or:  "Only  an  idiot  would 
do  that."  This  type  of  emotional 
abuse  can  be  just  as  damaging  as 
physical  abuse.  Moreover,  by 
calling  a  child  an  idiot  too  often, 
such  labelling  often  becomes  a  self- 
fulfilling  prophecy. 

Do  not  forget  that  all  of  us  have  a 
desire  to  be  wanted  and  loved.  Take 
the  time  to  give  a  young  child  a  hug, 
a  pat  on  the  arm  and  a  genuine 
smile  over  the  years.  These  pay 
huge  dividends. 

C.H.  Cooley,  a  U.S.  sociologist, 
says:  "The  individual  visualizes 
himself  as  he  thinks  others  perceive 
him.  It  is  the  social  interaction 
within  the  family  that  is  the  most 
important."  Name-calling  and 
destructive  psychological  attacks  in 
the  home  set  the  stage  for  escape 
through  drug  addiction  or  revenge 
by  other  forms  of  juvenile 
delinquency 
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Do  not  let  your  child  develop  the 
"spoiled  star  syndrome."  The 
majority  of  young  drug  abusers 
have  spent  the  summer  idle  or 
unemployed.  Parents  who  provide 
children  with  unearned  money 
are  providing  the  wrong  kind  of 
support.  A  Harvard  study  revealed 
that  the  willingness  and  the 
capacity  to  work  in  childhood 
increase  self-esteem  and  are 
deterrents  against  drug  abuse. 

Extra-curricular  activities  such  as 
scouts,  cadets  and  sports  that  keep 
a  child  active  go  a  long  way  toward 
the  prevention  of  alcohol  or  drug 
problems.  It  has  been  shown  that 
boredom  often  leads  to  drug  abuse. 
Achievement  helps  to  build  self- 
esteem  and  kids  who  have  a  healthy 
respect  for  themselves  tend  not  to 
use  drugs. 

Teen-agers  who  do  not  use  drugs 
have  chores,  curfews,  discipline 
and  interested  parents  who  are 
good  listeners.  Their  fathers  are  not 
alcoholics,  and  their  mothers  do 
not  pop  pills.  A  New  England 
study  showed  that  teen-agers  who 
said  their  parents  were  proud  of 
them  were  one-fifth  as  likely  to 
take  drugs. 

The  American  Medical 
Association's  Committee  on 


Alcoholism  and  Drug  Abuse  says 
there  is  ample  evidence  that  youths 
rebel  not  against  parental  discipline 
but  because  of  a  lack  of  it.  As  Mr. 
Panzica  says,  too  many  parents 
forget  that  the  gang  also  has  rules 
and  very  strict  ones:  what  to  wear, 
how  to  talk,  what  records  to  buy 
and  whom  to  like.  Failure  to  enforce 
rules  in  the  home  sends  kids  out  to 
look  for  them  elsewhere. 

French  psychiatrist  Serge 
Lebovici  told  a  parliamentary 
commission  that  drug  addiction 
often  occurs  in  a  family  where  there 
is  an  "atmosphere  of  intoxication . 
Parents,  like  their  children,  are 
trying  to  escape  by  using  alcohol 
and  tranquilizers." 

For  instance,  if  a  mother  swallows 
a  tranquilizer  every  day,  and  the 
child  knows  about  it,  he  or  she  is  3.5 
times  more  likely  to  experiment 
with  marijuana,  and  10  times  more 
likely  to  use  narcotics. 

I  could  not  agree  more  with  Mr. 
Panzica  when  he  says  all  medicines 
should  be  tasteless  or  taste  terrible. 
ASA  tablets  that  taste  like  candy, 
candy-flavored  multi-vitamins  and 
yummy  cough  syrup  only  help  to 
teach  a  child  that  taking  medicine  is 
fun.  It  is  illogical  to  suggest  that  to  a 
child  and  then  expect  him  to  refuse 
drugs  later  on. 

There  is  no  one  way  to  get  this 
message  verbally  across  to  children. 
But  if  parental  attitudes  and  style 
are  right,  the  words  will  take  care  of 
themselves.  Possibly,  the  Sicilians 
hit  the  nail  on  the  head  when  they 
say:  "You  do  most  of  the  teaching 
with  your  mouth  shut."

ROY  MCMURTRY'S 

LONDON 


I  used  to  refer  to  my  wife  and 
myself  as  the  least  mobile  couple 
in  Canada  because  we'd  lived  our 
entire  lives  in  one  neighborhood 
in  Toronto,  around  Eglinton  and 
Avenue  Road.  But  the  move  to 
London  has  changed  all  that  I 
think  London  has  made  a  real 
comeback.  I  remember  ten  years 
ago  it  was  looking  rather  drab  and 
tired,  like  a  city  whose  greatest 
days  were  behind  it.  But  that  has 
changed  for  a  number  of  reasons. 
A  lot  of  perro-dollars  have  poured 
into  London  from  all  over,  and 
now  there  is  no  busier  commercial 
city  in  the  world.  The  business 
district,  known  as  The  City,  2Vi 
square  kilometres  in  central  Lon- 
don, has  really  taken  off.  There 
has  been  a  lot  of  refurbishing  and 
cleaning  up  of  buildings  and  his- 
toric monuments,  such  as  Big  Ben, 
and  the  city  now  gives  a  striking 
impression  of  enormous  vitality. 

There  is  a  certain  degree  of 
formality  about  British  life  that  is  a 
little  different,  but  I  don't  find  it  a 
significant  change.  I  guess  thaf  s 
partly  because  I've  spent  most  of 
my  life  in  institutions  that  are 
based  on  British  models,  starting 
with  St  Andrew's  College,  then 
my  career  as  a  barrister  and  as  a 
parliamentariaa  I  still  love  to  go 
down  to  the  House  of  Commons 
and  watch  Question  Period  when 


Prime  Minister  Thatcher  is  there.  I 
like  to  keep  up  with  British  poli- 
tics and  I  do  miss  the  excitement 
of  political  life. 

Not  that  my  job  is  dull.  During 
the  week  I  work  a  14  to  16  hour 
day,  in  the  course  of  which  I  might 
meet  with  a  British  cabinet  minister 
or  the  secretary-general  of  the 
Commonwealth,  lunch  with  busi- 
ness people  interested  in  investing 
in  Canada  and  attend  the  opening 
of  a  cultural  program  at  Canada 
House.  Canada  House  on  Trafalgar 
Square,  which  houses  an  art 
gallery,  cultural  and  public  affairs 
divisions  and  a  tourist  office,  is  the 
most  visible  part  of  the  Canadian 


High  Commission.  But  most  of  the 
350  staff  members,  including  my- 
self, work  at  Macdonald  House  in 
the  West  End,  which  was  the  U.S. 
Embassy  until  about  25  years  ago. 
Since  September  my  wife  and  I 
have  been  living  in  a  new  resi- 
dence in  the  north  end  of  the 
building — right  next  to  my  office. 

The  streets  of  London  are  fas- 
cinating to  walk  through,  although 
the  traffic  is  overwhelming.  When 
we  first  arrived,  we  had  trouble 
getting  used  to  all  the  fumes. 
Fortunately,  a  number  of  lovely 
parks  create  a  refuge  from  the  city. 
From  Grosvenor  Square  it  is  only 
300  or  400  metres  to  Hyde  Park, 
and  we  often  enjoy  Speaker's 
Corner  on  the  weekends.  I  also 
jog  a  couple  of  times  a  week  in 
Hyde  Park  or  around  the  square. 
St  James's  Park,  with  all  its  tiny 
lakes,  is  beautiful,  particularly  in 
the  spring  when  the  colors  in  the 
gardens  are  at  their  peak.  I  some- 
times sketch  them. 

In  terms  of  culture,  London  is 
spectacular.  We  manage  to  get  out 
to  the  theatre  two  or  three  times  a 
month.  The  best  production  we 
have  seen  is  Les  Miserables  at  the 
National  Theatre.  We  also  enjoyed 
a  play  called  Pravda,  largely  be- 
cause of  Anthony  Hopkins  in  the 
part  of  a  Fleet  Street  baron.  My 
wife  is  an  opera  buff,  and  we  have

been  several  times  to  Covent 
Garden  to  see  a  young  friend  of 
ours,  Gino  Quilico,  perform.  Of 
course,  I  like  to  get  out  to  the  art 
galleries  whenever  I  can.  My 
favorite  museums  are  The  National 
Gallery  and  the  Tate  Gallery. 
Another  incredible  thing  about 
London  is  the  fine  commercial 
galleries,  which  are  like  mini- 
museums.  There  are  a  number 
within  walking  distance  of  where  I 
live,  full  of  French  impressionist 
paintings  and  beautiful  objets  d'art 

Like  any  big  city,  London  can 
get  a  bit  claustrophobic.  So  we  try 
to  spend  at  least  part  of  every 
weekend  in  the  countryside.  We 
have  a  little  car  available  to  us,  but 
since  my  wife  thinks  I'm  a  mad 
professor  type,  she  does  most  of 
the  driving.  There  are  some  fas- 
cinating places  you  can  get  to  in  a 
day's  outing  from  London  We 
enjoy  going  to  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge, browsing  around  the  uni- 
versity and  taking  in  a  pub  lunch 
somewhere.  Occasionally,  we  can 
get  away  for  a  whole  weekend. 
We  like  to  stay  with  friends  or  in 
some  of  the  wonderful  old  country 
houses  that  offer  elegant  bed-and- 
breakfast  arrangements.  Everyone 
eats  at  a  communal  table  from  a 
one-choice  menu,  which  creates  a 
pleasant  family  atmosphere. 

We  particularly  like  to  get  off 
the  beaten  track  and  discover 
places  on  our  own.  One  place  we 
happened  upon  by  chance,  and 
have  returned  to  several  times 
since,  is  the  pretty  village  of 
Cookham  in  the  Thames  Valley, 
an  hour's  drive  west  of  London. 
The  twentieth-century  British 


painter  Stanley  Spencer,  whose 
work  I  have  seen  in  the  National 
and  Tate  galleries,  lived  there. 
There  is  a  museum  devoted  to 
him  in  the  old  Methodist  church 
he  used  to  attend  as  a  boy.  They 
have  his  unfinished  painting,  Christ 
Preaching  at  Cookham  Regatta,  and 
the  baby  carriage  he  carried  his 
paints  in.  He  was  quite  an  eccen- 
tric and  used  to  hang  a  sign  on 
the  carriage  saying  "Mr.  Spencer 
would  be  pleased  if  you  would 
not  interrupt  him  while  he  is 
painting  the  churchyard." 

I  sympathize  with  him  For  me, 
painting  is  a  private  hobby,  and  it 
always  makes  me  uncomfortable 
when  people  look  over  my 
shoulder.  So  I  tend  to  paint  in  the 
countryside,  where  I  can  have  my 
own  personal  communion  with 
nature,  with  the  timeless,  ageless 
landscape.  I  try  to  squeeze  in  a 
little  painting  every  weekend, 
although  it  is  not  always  possible. 
Most  of  my  work  is  done  out  of 
doors,  on  the  spot  The  paints  go 
wherever  I  go.  I  have  a  couple  of 
custom-made  boxes  in  which  I  can 
pack  a  number  of  wet  canvasses. 
Its  almost  automatic  with  me: 
whenever  I  pack  the  paint  box 
goes  in  even  if  I  don't  have  time 
to  use  it  There  is  a  remarkable 
variety  of  scenery  within  short 
distances  in  England  and  so  there 
is  always  something  new  to  ex- 
plore. I  am  particularly  attracted  to 
rolling  countryside.  My  favorite 
region  is  the  Cotswolds  to  the 
west  of  London  I  like  painting  the 
picturesque  towns  with  the  old 
stone  buildings  nestled  into  the 
hills.  The  Christmas  card  we  sent 


this  year  is  a  sketch  of  a  Cotswolds 
village  called  Burford.  I  am  also 
attracted  to  boats  and  the  sea,  and 
I  enjoy  painting  the  fishing  villages 
of  Devon.  Brixham  is  one  that  I 
am  particularly  fond  o£ 

One  problem  people  keep  on 
about  is  the  British  weather,  but  I 
always  tell  my  British  friends  that 
its  relative.  I  recall  having  lunch 
with  my  painter  friend,  A.J.  Casson, 
after  he'd  come  back  from  a  week 
of  sketching  in  Algonquin  Park  I 
asked  him  how  it  went  and  he 
said,  "Roy,  it  was  one  of  the  worst 
weeks  I've  ever  had.  Can  you 
imagine,  for  seven  days,  nothing 
but  sunshine,  not  a  cloud  in  the 
sky.  Terrible."  So  I  find  the  moods 
of  the  British  climate  and  country- 
side more  interesting  than  the 
average  tourist  does.  It  makes  it  a 
lot  more  fun  to  paint 

Roland  Roy  McMurtry  graduated 
from  St.  Andrew's  College  in  1950, 
completing  a  career  that  began  in 
Grade  10.  In  his  final  year  Roy  was  a 
prefect  and  valuable  member  of  First 
Football  and  First  Hockey. 

He  also  won  his  class  in  boxing 
which  undoubtedly  prepared  him  for 
the  political  arena! 

His  appointment  as  Canada's  High 
Commissioner  in  London  followed  a 
very  distinguished  10  year  political 
career  in  the  Government  of  Ontario, 
capped  off  by  serving  as  Attorney 
General  in  the  provincial  cabinet. 

Roy  served  as  President  of  the 
S.A.C.  Association  1966-68,  as  did 
his  father,  1936-38.  The  senior 
R.R.  McMurtry  attended  St.  Andrew's 
from  1915  to  1919.

Old  Boys'  Annual  Giving 

We  are  very  pleased  to  report  another  record  year  in  Old  Boys'  Annual 
Giving.  The  total  received  to  June  30,  our  financial  year  end,  was  $130,343,  an 
increase  of  6%  over  the  previous  year. 

Most  gratifying  was  the  record  number  of  Old  Boys  responding.  A  total  of 
816  donated  this  year,  up  from  709  a  year  ago,  or  an  increase  of  15%. 

In  the  report  which  follows,  Old  Boys  donating  to  The  Dick  Gibb 
Scholarship  Fund  are  shown  in  that  listing.  Old  Boys  donating  to  both  annual 
giving  and  Dick  Gibb  are  shown  in  both  listings.  Some  Old  Boys  wish  to 
remain  anonymous.
